MERITS TRIALS 


LONDON, Dec. 7.—[British Wireless 
Service.]|—Herbert H. Asquith, the 
former prime minister, speaking at 
Rochdale, Lancashire, today ranged 


himself those who have de-} 


clared that the men responsible for 
the war and the atrocities shall receive 
adequate punishment, 

The allied powers, he said, had an- 
nounced their joint intention of sum- 
moning the late heads of the German 
government and state before some 
kind of international tribunal. There 
was a broad distinction between errors, 
even lying and wicked errors, of pol- 
icy, and a deliberate and systematic 
infraction of rules. which rest for 
their sanction’ not only on interna- 
tional usage but on the instincts and 
dictates of humanity. Such were some 
of the incidents which attended the 
devastation of Belgian territory, the 


almost incredible’ brutality of the mal- 

treatment of allied prisoners of war. 
“We ought to insist that justice be 

done,” declared Mr. Asquith, “and 


that not only the forms, but the spirit 


of justice—the meting out to the 
wrongdoer of his due, not less and not 
more—should be errupulously ob- 


served.”

The chlorine is used to kill disease 
ge in the drinking water.

AS INDEMNITY 


LONDON, via Montreal, Dec. 7.—Sir 
Auckland Geddes, president of the local 
government board, in speaking. at 
Plymouth last night declared that 
whatever else Germany might pay tn 
discharging the cost of the war, she 
must not be allowed to pay in manu- 
factured goods dumped on Great Brit- 
ain. 

It was better, he said, to run the risk 
of Germany failing to pay a part of 
the cost of the war than to take her 
manufactured goods, which would 
crush out British industries and lead. 
to a lowering of wages beyond living 
limits. 

Germany could pay with such gold as 
she has and. also with such material 
as could be wrung from her, Sir Auck- 
land affirmed, and she could pay in 
labor in restoring the damage she 
wrought in France and Belgium. 

“She will have no colonies when 
the allies have done with this buai- 


ness,” he added.

Wilson Wants Cut Down. 

President Wilson will seek to ftm- 
press upon the allies, especially Britain, 
that the world’s safety demands a par- 
ing down of armaments. His peace 
without victory speech of Jan. 23%, 
1917, to the senate took that posi- 
tion, and at the same time, bespoke 
a free outlet to the seas for inte 
rior nations, either by territorial ces- 
sation or through neu tion of 
paths to the sea. 

He insisted that the rights of na- 
tions and the safety of the world could 
not be gained if big navies and big 
armies were to go on competing for 
supremacy.

LONDON, Dec. 7-—A well known 
American asked an equally well known 

Englishman to define the British atti- 
tude toward President Wilson's pro- 
gram. The Englishman, after careful 
consideration, said: 

“Our attitude is one of neither doubt 
nor suspicion. I should call it one of 
profound curiosity.”

United States employment service, 
with the assistance of the state coun- 
cils of defense and their community 
councils, has undertaken to organize 
in every city and town throughout 
the country a bureau for ret sol- 
diers and sallors. 

“The returning soldier or sailor may 
call personally at the bureau, but fre- 
quently will call upon some one of 
the codperating agencies. It is not 
necessary that applications for work 
by these men should be made at any 
particular place. It is, however, nec- 
essary that, so far as possible, all in- 
formation as to positions open should 
be centered in one office and there 
kept strictly up to date. 

“The full resources of the bureau 
will be open without charge to any 
returning soldier or sailor, regardless 
of where he first makes application. 
“While designed primarily for sol- 
diers and sailors, in many communities 
the bureau will care also for those 
civilians who have left their peace 
time jobs to take positions with con-

HOW TO MAKE WAFERS. 
AFERS are eggiess. are 
expensive. Wafters can eas- 
ily be made with sirup instead 
of sugar, although Mrs. Rorer 
eays: “Granulated sugar must be 
used in all wafers.” Probably this was 
because she had not then lived through 
a sugar shortage. Or perhaps she said 
it bécause other cook books prescribe 
brown sugar or powdered sugar. Cooks 
like to be different, or at least seem 
to be. 
Wafters are an excellent little dainty 
to serve with ice creams, sherbets, and 
hot chocolate. They may be rolled inte 


ve been scientifi 


the shape of a cornucopia and filled 
with whipped cream, enriched, per- 
haps, with chopped nuts or fruits, or 


‘| just sweetened and flavored a bit. 


Recipes: for wafers frequently have 
the ‘itle, “rolled wafers,” which means 
that while they are hot they are made 
into little rolls, and only while they 
are hot, because as tirey cool they be- 
come crisp. It has been the fashion 
to tie three or more of these together 
with a ribbon for afternoon teas, wed- 


| ding supper tables, etc. It is all right, 


perhaps, but you cannot eat the rib- 
bon, so why waste it? 

Another use of the wafter is to use 
it made into a sort of wreath to slip 
over a charlotte or a Bavarian cream. 
It may also be used around cream 
tortes. It is less clumsy than the 
lady finger for this purpose, to say 
It 
is more economical, too, not only be- 
cause the lady finger requires egg 
whites, but because @: same amount 
of dough as used in making the lady 
fingers would .make anywhere’ from 
two to four times as many wafers of 
the same spread. 

Carameled gugar Is commonly used 
in fastening lady fingers and wafers 
|to other foundations. Wafers can be 
| ae up into wreaths or molds for 

‘ holding creams by dipping the edges in as 
, caramel and pressing one against an 

_ other around a mold. To slip them off 
, heat the mold a little. Wafers which 


‘have been sprinkled with chopped 


| almonds may be used with almond 
flavored creams and be the richer of 
Courses 
| ‘The wafér mixture is prestionliy the 

fairy gingerbread batter. The general 
formula for fairy gingerbread reads: 

One-half cup of butter, one cup of 
Sugar, one-half cup of milk, \ flour 
(nearly two cups, but varying froin 
one and cups up to the tsvo, 
according to the flour you use), ginger 
(from twa teaspoons of ground ginger 
to a tablespoon if you like that much). 

The sugar used is generally brown, 
but there are fairy gingerbreads made 
of molasses. 

Mrs. Janet McKenzie Hill uses pow- 
dered sugar for fairy gingerbread, and 
them for almond wafers she gives the 
same formula, using vanilla and 
almonds instead of ginger. She 
finishes her fairy gingerbread just as 
rolled wafers are finished; that is, she 
cuts the sheet apart quickly, turns 
each piece upon the hot pan, and rolls 
it in tubular shape from either side 
or corner. 

It is much easier to roll from the 
side. It is not necessary to roll wafers 
at all, and those cut from the outside 
of the sheet always have a crisp edge 
that cools rapidly, and so makes rolling 
difficult. If one had a brick of ice 
cream and wanted to serve it as ice 
cream sandwiches, wafers could 
made of exactly the size of an ice cream 
brick and used for this purpose. 

These wafers cut quite smali—that 
is, marked for cutting in small domi- 
noes before they are put into thé oven 
—may be put together with dainty 
mixtures of cream for children’s sand- 
wiches or fruit or with just caramel. 
This is the easiest wafer to make and 
I do not know of any way a little 
sweetness may be made to go further. 

When wafers are made with white 
sugar they may be varied in numerous 
ways, and perhaps they can be varied 
as much when made with corn sirup, | 
but while I have proved that I could | 
make wafers using no whit of white

plain corn sirup, which I did not try. 

The following are some of the possi- 
ble variations: With the sugar we 
have first the ginger to make the fairy 
gingerbread. Plain rolled wafers are 
simply flavored with vanilla. Lemon , 
wafers are made by using the grated. 
rind of a lemon in place of the vanilla. 
Orange rind may be used instead. Some 
of the almond wafers are made by 
substituting almond paste for butter. 
Chocolate wafers are made by using . 
only half’as much butter as in plain 
wafers, while almost doubling that 
half measure. with chocolate. 


While the problem of baking wafers 
is a delicate one, it becomes more deli- 
cate when they are colored. Rose wa- 
fers, flavored with rose water are col- 


ored with a drop of cochineal, and must 
be baked in an extremely moderate 
oven so as not to destroy the coloring 
or make it uneven. Green or pistachio 
wafers are often merely baked almond 
paste colored green, 

There are reasons why almond paste 
wafers are more wholesome than wa- 
fers of the fairy gingerbread type, espe- 
cially if these latter are to be rolled. 
I am skeptical about mest rolled waf- 
ers because the. baking covers such a 
short period. I would rather bake 
them longer, even if it is not then pos- 
sible to roll them. : 

Most recipes do not mention the time 
to give to the baking, but Mrs. Hill | 
says of fairy gingerbread that it should 
be baked five minutes in a moderate 
oven. I think seven is the.least we 
ought to.give it, and then am doubtful 
about the flour being wholesomely dex- 
trinized throughout. Of course, she 
may be able to spread the batter as 
thin as paper, and ‘may have 
a wonderfully perfect oven, large and 
even and solid of heat. 

The making of a batter that will 
spread to extreme thinness on the 
greased bottom of an inverted dripping 
pan or on a plain piece of sheet iron 
requires skill. It must be so smooth 
that it will make a perfect ribbon 

as you lift a spoonful, a ribbon, that 
folds and holds the folds for a second 
or so. Mrs. Hill advises adding the 
milk drop by drop, but before that we 
have a responsibility in getting the 
,butter or whatever we use perfectly 
‘blended with whatever sweetening we 


use. It is easier to get'a wonderfully | | 


smooth blend with the sirup and butter 
than with the sugar. 

Under ordinary circumstances I 
would advise using the, ‘purest and 
sweetest of unkalted butter (one-fourth 
cup) and one-half cup of sugar, one- 
fourth. cup ‘of milk, three-fourths cup 
of flour and flavoring. to suit the occae | 
sion, if I wanted to make wafers to 
serve from half a dozen to a dozen 

guests with hot chocolate or ice cream 
and wafer accompaniment. 

To be a true conservationist I made 
wafers as follows: Measure out four 
level tablespoons of oleomargarine, 
which is one-fourth cup, cream this and 
add to it one-half cup of table corn 
sirup. 


the blend is as smooth as cream, then 
instead of adding one-half cup of milk 


use only one-fourth cup and three-; 


fourths cup of flour. With dark table 
corn sirup you may use vanilla, but no 
flavoring is really necessary. 

In order to keep my batter as smooth 
as velvet, I sifted a little flour into it 
at a time, pastry flour thrice sifted, 
until about half was used, then added 
the milk a few drops at a time, and 
the rest of the flour. “With a spatula 
wet in cold water I spread this on the 
greased bottom of a baking tin as thin 
as possible without exposing tin and 
baked in a 360 degree oven for seven 
minutes.

The shirt will take three and seven- 
gighths yards of twilled muslin, thirty- 
six inches wide; nine yards of twilled 
tape half an inch wide, and No. 60 
white thread. The shirt opens in the 
back. On the left front is a patch 
pocket. The shirt is thirty-eight inches 
Jong. It measures twenty-five inches 
meross the shoulders. The neck is 
-round, and the shirt opens the entire 
Yength of the back, being fastened to- 
gether by tapes stitched on at equal 
distances. The left sleeve is not sewn 
together, but left open from the wrist 
~ the neck and the edges neatly 

emmed. It, too, is fastened together 
with tapes, which are sewn on in pairs 
five inches apart from the wrist to 
‘he neck. 

In this way the shirt may be put on 

pr taken from the wounded man with 
he minimum of discomfort to him.

We are now caring for eighty 
children with a capacity for 100. .

We 
now have our own schoolhouse, a man- 
ual training department, and a depart- 
ment for domestic science and cooking 
with five teachers to carry on this 
branch of the work.

Our buildings are all of re- 
inforced concrete to obviate the dan- 
ger of fire, as we are on an isolated 
farm in the country,

THE EMPIRE OF A DAY. 


A lifetime of normal length has been sufficient 
to cover the period of the German empire, which 
found its full form at Versailles tn 1871 and which 
is about to appear at Versailles in 1918, disinte- 
grated and inchoate—an astonishing historical rec- 
ord to be written in such completeness of forma- 
tion and dissolution. 3 

We do not assume that the German record is 
full. It merely has come to @ pause. eevee 
elements of German life, modified and corrected, 
are probably as strong now as they after _ 
The military disaster is perhaps not so spectacular- 
ly complete now as it was then. But the German 
empire, built up by provoked, short and success- 
fully fought wars, has come to an end, in the form 
in which it was designed, in a provoked, long and 

unsuccessfully fought war. 

The French are back on the Rhine.: The German 
navy is in the keeping of the British navy. The 
German states are back in their old attitude of 
antagonism for each other. The cement which was 
applied to the structure which held them together 
was faulty—and the fault was a moral fault. 

There was reason for the German empire, and it 
had moral approval. It had moral approval against 
Austria and it had moral approval against France. 
The English thought the provoked war against 
France had moral] justification. Even outside the 
current opinion of the day, controlled by fear of 
Austria and fear of Napoleon IIL, there was a 
moral justification for the creation of more than 
bunds to hold the frequently antagonistic German 
‘peoples together. 
~ Even with the contradictions of temperament 
and character which preva among differtng Ger-

man peoples there was a homogeneity which was | 
as good a basis of union as the American colonies | 
had and the need of a strong union which should. 
protect Germany from the possibilities of aggres- 
sion and the malevolence of conflicting ambitions 
and dynastic desires in the various states, working 
a confusion of sound internal and sound foreign 


policies. 

Germany for centuries had wn war in! its 
worst form. It was the convenient battle ground 
of Europe, whether a religious issue was at stake, 
a dynastic greed of Prussia at work, or the im- 
perialism of France causing the trouble.

CONFIDENCE AMONG MEN. 


One thing is essential to all just transactions 
That is confidence. And, strange 
as the assertion may seem, confidence is precisely 
the element that is lacking between employé and 
employer.

“Deal justly,” epitomizes the address of John H. 
Walker, president of the Illinois Federation of 
Labor. Just dealing is only between men who hold 
each other’s bond of confidence. The late. J. Pier- 
pont Morgan ones went on record that he regarded 
his confidence in a man as the best security. An 
employé’s confidence in his employer is his strong- 
est assurance of fair dealing.” An employer's con- 
fidence in his employé is his security that an 
agreement will be kept. 
Employers and “unions have too long .been in 
the relation of strange horse traders, each seeking 
an advantage, each doubting the other, and each 
fearing that a display of plain honesty will be 


rewarded by some coup of rascality. They have sat 


across the conference table, each scanning the 
other for some devious subterfuge and at the same 
time hopelessly thinking this thought: “I wish 
I might talk to this man as I talk to my neighbor— 
fair and aboveboard. I wish we might quit sus- 


|pecting and simply make up @ square deal be- 


tween us.” 
We believe that our republic is the greatest free 
institution ever constructed. We have faith in it. 


We have just proved this faith by tossing aside 


every eself-consideration and giving our whole 
thought and action to the common deed. “We be- 
lieve implicitly In the government. What is the 
government? It is a rule of order that obtains 
its powers from the people. In this last year we 
have never once violently questioned its virtue. 
Who are these people from whom we derive govern- 
ment? Why, ourselves—employés and employer. 
And the faith we have in the government is simply 
the faith we have in ourselves, no more, no less. 

Is there any reason why we can apply the prin- 
ciple of faith and confidence the government— 
ourselves—and fail to apply it in the simple trans- 
actions that constantly arise in our economic life? 
It has seemed so; and very foolishly, we believe. 
We are traveling in two paths when one fill do. 
On the one hand, we believe that our national 
existence is founded upon faith to do right as God 
gives us to see the right and upon the other we 
conduct our private institutions upon doubt. 

Private enterprise cannot endure without the 
national enterprise. The one moves within the 
other. The national is the Stronger. Wherefore 
it should follow that if the stronger of our insti- 
tutions is anchored to human faith we cannot get. 
far wrong by likewise mooring our secondary 
institutions.

And in that way Liggett saved the ship 
and his men. 

So it was that when Maj. Gen. Liggett, under the 
command of Gen. Pershing, was placed at the héad 
of the First United States army corps, the old timers 
in the army knew he would have no difficulty in lick- 
ing Huns. Liggett’s reputation has been that he could 
lick anything, from an army mule to the wild Pacific. 


| Thus Pershing’s choice of a commander for the First

of the United States could never be attributed to a 
matter of luck. Hard work and constant hard work

UNTER LIGGETT was born tn 1857. He lived 
at Reading, Pa, at the time he went to West 
Point.

The annals are not many concerning his work in those 
days on the plains, but it is known that the “ old

There were Hohenzollerns who were cold to the 
traditions. Bismarck had difficulty tn arousing an 
amiable Prussian king to a proper realization of 
the glory of the house which was that each ruling 
prince had added something to the territory, the 
strength, the solidity and renown) of Prussia and 
the German people by taking something away from 
some other nation. 

Wars provoked for dynastic aggrandizement 
were solid and successful in the traditions of the

,marck dealt in his efforts to create a German con- 
federation which might ¢ndure was too amiable to 
provoke wars. He had to be stimulated, prodded,

From Bismarck at Versailles to Clemenceau at

Empires which do not rest or try to. rest upon 
moralities wholly inconsistent with / moral 
thought of their times cannot come to such col- 
lapse. They may have periods in which injustice 
to other peoples will contro! their policies.

But they can- 
not be fundamentally grounded upon a moral idea 
repugnant to the ideas of the world and endure.

BRINGING DISEASE BACK FROM WAR. 


ITH the cessation of hostilities 

it is proper that we should plan 

‘to protect the health of the 

people against disease that may 

be brought to them by the returning 
soldiers. 

We have come through the war better 

than we, expected, in all probability. 


We have been nominal contenders for 


nineteen months. A considerable num- 
ber of our troops have been helping one 
way and another on the other side for 
about fourteen months. For four months 
we have had a large number of troops, 
several hundred thousand, fighting daily 
on the western. front. Cantigny, Cha- 
tean Thierry, Vesler, St. Mihiel, Meuse, 
Sedan, have each been seen desperate 
battles and in each we have had more 
men engaged than fought at Gettys- 
burg. ‘The daily papers inform us that 
the number killed and dead of wounds 
is only 36,154. Our commanders have 
demonstrated their ability to fight their 


men so as to get results without ruth-. 


less slaughter, 
And now for the more remarkable part 


of the report. The number dying from | 


disease is only 13,811. The number killed 
and dying from wounds was 2.6 times 
the number dying from disease, In the 
Cuban war the number dying from dis- 
ease was twelve times the number killed 
and dying from wounds. In the civil war 
the killed in battle rate was four times 
the disease death rate. Had the propor- 
tion between disease and killed in battle 
been the same in this war as in the 
Cuban war we would have had 433,348 
deaths from disease instead of 13,811. 
Had the portions been those of the 
civil war it would have meant 144,616 
deaths from disease. 

The program of keeping our soldiers 
and sailors healthy has succeeded. Let 
us, however,. keep this clearly in mind: 
Our soldiers ‘were kept healthy because 
we did the things and spent the money 
necessary to bring about the result. I 


am going to make some pofnts about 


what comes after the war, but the effort 


P will fall flat unless we keep in mind 


the reason for the good showing made 
by the army. 
In 1916 the Carnegie Endowment for 


- Permanent Peace issued a work entitled 


“ Epidemics Resulting from Wars.” It 
was written by Prinzing. In the fore- 
word written by Clark of the interna- 
tional editing committee, a nonmedical 
body, we read: ‘‘ An examination of the 
facts here présented will indicage that 
until comparatWely recent times the 
most serious human cost of war has 
been not losses in the fleld, not even the 
losses from disease in the army, but the 
losses from ‘epidemics disseminated 
among the civil populations. It was the 
war epidemics and their sequel# rather 
than direct military losses that account- 
ed for the deep prostration of Germany 
after the thirty years war. Such epi- 
demics were also the gravest conse- 
quences of the Napoleonic wars.” 
I ‘wrote of an article in. the 
eview which proved that there 
was no foundation for the oft repeated 
statement that the Napoleonic wars had 
lessened the’° average stature of the 
French people several inches. The es- 
Sayist showed that the statement was 
made originally by a careless man who 
had no basis for it. I have mecently 
read two articles dealing with the eu- 
genics of war. An Italian writer 
claimed that the war would not prove 
eugenically bad because the surviving 
males would have a large number of fe- 
males to pick from, the proportion of 
women to men after the war in different’ 
European countries ranging from 110 to 
140 women to 190 men. The fault in this 
writer's logic lies in the well known fact 
that the male does not think a whole 
lot about eugenics when he prepares to 
mate. 
Another writer argued that war was 
not eugenically bad because while the 


‘strife killed off the eugenically most fit 
-{t spread contagion which killed off the 


eugenically wnfit and thus at least 
evened matters up. There is considera- 
ble proof that this may have been true 
in the past centuries. It may even be 


_true following this war unless we plan 


as effectively to protect ourselves as the 
military authorities planhed to protect 
the soldiers and sailors. Prinzing says:

Prinzing quotes some 
figures which in part at least substan- 
tiate this view. 

While the danger of such dire conse- 
quences {fs not. so great as it was in 
times about which Prinzing writes it 
would be folly for us to sit idly by on 
the theory that there is no danger. It 
is now well established that parts of 
Belgium and France are now malarial, 
though they Have had no malaria for 
mfiny years before this war began. The 
disease was brought by soldiers from 
Mesopotamia. Macedonia, and Africa. 
Mosquitoes capable of being infected are 
found in Belgium and France. Our 
danger from this source is not great. 
Yet we must remember that there are 
anopheles mosquitoes practically every- 
where in this country. In fact within 
the last ten years several hitherto-ma- 
laria free sections have been infected. 
The malaria infected soldiers should not. 


cholera carriers is not great, but the 
possibility must not lost sight of. 
They are likewise in contact with peo- 


_ples among whom typhus prevails. They 


are infested with lice to some extent, of 
course. Some of the lice over there are 
infected with typhus. Our lice could ve 
easily infected. Our soldiers should be 
completely free from lice before they 
land in this country.

be borne in mind, 


Both amoebic and bacillary dysentery

danger that these diseases will be

However, our great danger lies 
in a group of diseases which have at- 
tracted little or no attention in past 
wars because they were overshadowed 
by great scourges. I refer to the respira- 
tory diseases.

As a matter of ‘fact, almost all the 
cars that have been turned out within 
the last several months have been up- 
holstered in leather substitute, which 
is so-well done now that it can scarce- 
ly -be detected from the original. (Cars 
selling below $2,000 have not used the | 
real leather in some time simply be-: 
cause the supply was inadequate and 
prices enormously advanced. The mili- 
tary demands.for leather are tremen- 
dous, and little has been available for 
private enterprise. | 


As with leather, the value of the 
substitute is governed principally by 
the thickness, not only of the cotton 
eloth, but also of the compound which 
is deposited upon it. This is not an 
invariable rule, but it is near enough 
to being so that the car buyer is justi- 
fled in rejecting substitute leather 
upholstery that is thin and lacks sub- 
stance, 

Asa matter of.fact the manufacturer 
with a good grade of substitute has 
nothing to apologize for. It will give, 


like real leather during its period of 
service if a few simple attentions are 
given it at stated intervals. 

To begin with, the sooner the Amer- 
lean motor car public learns the value 
of slip covers the sooner it will begin 
to save needless expense for reuphol- 
stering its vehicles. These covers pro- 
tect the upholstery whether it is real 
leather or substitute, and they will 
repay their cost in any car. 


Secondly, gasoline should never be 
used to clean the upholstery, no mat- 
ter which kind it is. The first step in 
cleaning is to clean off any dust or dirt 
that may be present by a brisk, brush- 
ing with a stiff whisk brobm. Next | 
wash the upholstery with castile soap | 
suds and water and then dry the sur- | 
face carefully. Finally go over the 
surface with a cloth dampened in 
sweet oil or some standard upholstery 
dressing. 

A weekly brushing will do more 
than almost anything else to conserve 
the upholstery. If dirt is permitted 
to collect it absorbs moisture and rots 
the fabric, so that no brushing or other 
attention seryes to keep it looking 
well. 

If the upholstery is simply left to 
take care of itself in the case of real 
leather it gets dry and cracks and rap- 
idly disintegrates; in the case of sub- 
stitute the outer protective covering 
flakes off, the cotton base is exposed, 
water gets in and quickly rots the fab- |

I suggest that you look at the timer of your 
ear. Misfiring, if common to all the plugs, 
is generally an indication that something is 
wrong in the timer. The roller may be worn 
or the inside of the timer rough, so that the 
roller does not make proper contact) A new 
timer ring and roller assembly should cure 
your trouble. Also examine the wires going 
to the timer; if oll soaked, renew them. Weak 
magneto magnets may cause your trouble also. 
Connect six dry cells to the battery terminal 
of your car on the inside of the dash and 
ground one of the battery wires to the frame. 
Try the engine, and if you get better results 
have your magneto magnets recharged or re- 
placed with new ones. Make sure your plug 
gaps are about 1-32 inch apart. Often 
trouble of thie kind is due to water in the 
gasoline, which shuts off the engine abruptly. 
If your engine has done this since the last 
supply of fuel you put in try straining it 
through aamois to remove the water.

U. S. Mail Trucks 
Yield Big Profits 


Y operation of 
mail motor trucks is proving 

, James I. Biakslee, fourth as- 
sistant postmaster general. One truck 
route between Washington and Phila- 
delphia, without direct rail connections 
and costing $890 monthly for opera- 
tion, has in eight months paid a 
monthly revenue of $16,000. Another 
route into Washington, where twenty- 
eight parcels daily were moved in the 
first month, now shows a ton of traf- 
fio each way in every. twenty-four 
hours. 

Seventy lines now operate over the 
country, all but’ one east of the Missis- 


| sippi river. Plans are being made for 
' visions of $360,000,000 yearly revenue, 


a complete system that brings up 


this amount being estimated provided 
the entire country is once properly 
established with a network of roads 
and truck routes. | 
\ Mr. Blakslee plans to rebuild the 
thousands of army trucks now in 
France after the war and to utilize 
these also for this work. 

Nine million dollars has been asked 
of congress for next year’s appropria- 
tions for the ‘development of the mail 
truck routes. Three hundred thou- 
sand dollars was allowed this year. 

Even this small amount, if it could 
be combined -with the revenue that 
would accrue from the establishment 
of the routes, would be sufficient.

- the purpose of manufacturing Ferro Manganese and Spiegeleisen at a 


plant in South Ch‘cago. Ferro Manganese, prior to the war, was produced 


in England and Germany, most of the American supply coming from England. 


MANGANESE is indispensable in the production of steel; not a ship 
. plate is made, not a shell produced, not a gun can be manufactured, 
without the addition of manganese. So far no substitute has been found 


that can take the place of this element in the steel making process.

Brazil. The closing of the Dardanelles shut off the Russian deposits, mak- 
ing the world’s needs dependent on the Indian and Brazilian fields. a 


HE MIAMI METALS COMPANY felt that under 

the unusual conditions arising from the war there 
could be produced considerable quantities of manganese 
ore in various western states. Their method was to give 
the small domestic producer every encouragement, by 


advances against ore delivered aboard cars at the mines, 


and by advice on quality. The effect of this policy grad- 
ually began to be felt. The result was that the produc- 
tion of domestic ores, which amounted to only a few 
tons a month, crept up to 2,000 or 3,000 tons per month 
by the end of 1916, and by fall-of the following year the 
production was running at the rate of about 70,000 tons 


annually. 


By was about this time that the submarine campaign 


made itself felt by cutting off the Brazilian fields more 
and more and seriously interfering with the movement 


_ of ore from Brazil. Late in the fall of 1917 the United 


States-Government realized the seriousness of the situa- 
tion and the great need for encouraging the domestic 


production of manganese ore. They therefore, after 
studying the situation, followed the methods started by 


the Miami Metals Company, putting out a standard 


schedule of still higher prices, and obligating the pur- 
chaser to make advances, in order to help the domestic — 
producer finance his movement. | 


Gf Bae preliminary work done by the Miami Metals 

Company had stimulated the domestic production 
up to the point where this action on the part of the gov- 
ernment brought up monthly tonnages of manganese ore 
to about one-half of the country’s total requirements, and. 
greatly relieved the need of ocean shipping in the carry- 
ing of manganese ore from Brazil.

While the week’s real estate market 
made a fairly good showing. consider- 


ing present 


conditions, it failed to evl- 


Gence the decidedly tmproved under- 


tone of the 


market as compared with 


a few weeks ago. It is both the most 


cinched as well as encouraging feature } 


of the market and is causing some 
brokers to revise previously expressed 
opinion that nothing approaching an 
active market can be looked for before 


next spring. 


This change‘ of opinion 


is due to the almost universal reports 
of brokers of a surprisingly rapid in- 


crease in the inquiries received for 


nearly every class of property. 
Exception probdbly should be made 

with reference to property in the down- 

town district, which owing to thé heavy 


tax burdens 


imposed on large incomes, 


quite naturally does not seem attrac- 
tive to investors. This is the one soft 


‘spot in the market and experienced 


brokers generally are of the opinion 
that no material betterment is to be 
expected unless asking prices are grad- 


tated to the existing 


conditions or 


greatly improved general business con- 


ditions add 


materially to the earning 


powers of this class of property. 
But for outside property generally 


tsave where 


local conditions are unfa- 


vorable, there is reported a steadily 


increasing inquiry. 


It ‘may be that 


this will not develop into an active 
buying movement for some time to 


1 come, but it always has been the pre- 


cursor in the past of an active market 
and :for this reason brokers generally 
are of the opinion that a marked 


change for 


the better is not far dis- 


tant. The chaotic condition of affairs 
in most of continental Europe is caus- 
ing some concern to prudent investors 
and until there is some promise of 
the establishment of comparatively 
stable conditions, there 1s likely to be 
more or less of a halting policy on the 
part of investors. 

This feeling of caution ts intensified 
by some doubt as to when and how
